m any 
farm ers, 
gardeners, 
or­ 
chardists and flower growers are 
asking — w hat can be done to 
reduce the dangers this pest brings? 
In answering this and m any re ­ 
lated questions about this insect, 
it is first pertinent to understand 
that civilized m an surrounds the 
17-year locust with m ore erroneous 
j m isinform ation than he does any 
t other 
insect 
com m on 
to 
North 
America. Let's look at a few of 
I these erroneous ideas as well as 
isom e outstanding facts about these 
strange creatures. 
This insect is not a locust. Its 
correct n am e is cicada, It is not 
related to the locust or grasshop­ 
per genus. 
It got its m isleading nam e from 
New E ngland settlers, perhaps in 
1630 when 
colonists 
found 
their 
fields and forests teeming with a 
mysterious and boisterous invader. 
At once they 
believed 
God 
was 
visiting on th em as punishm ent for 
their collective and individual sins 
the “ plague of P h arao h ” — the 
locusts described in chapter IO of 
the Book of Exodus. 


The n earest relative of the ci­ 
cada is the jar-fly whose loud dis­ 
cords are heard every year in late 
August and early Septem ber. 
T here are m any broods of ci­ 
cadas, some over-lapping in ce r­ 
tain regions and thus giving rise 
;to the opinion that the insect re* 
I turns m ore frequently than every 
17 years. But so far as is known,

in the North and every 13 years in ' 
; the deep South.

All cicadas are orphans. Their 
parents die several weeks before 
they come to lite.
